Boomers Crossing the Bor- 
der Into the Prom- 
ised Land. 


Oklahoma Opened Up To- 
Day With a Wild 
Hurrah. 


Thousands of.Settlers Brave the 
Hardships of the New 
Country. 


Scenes at the Start of the Caravans This 
Morning—Entering From Arkansas City, 
Purcell, I. T., and Wichita—Terrible 
Suffering Among the Pioneers on the 
Border—a Dish of Mustard Greens 
the Only Food for a Family—Trouble on 
Salt Fork—A Fatal Battle Between Col- 
onistse, Near Kingfisher—The Army in 
Fall March Into the Heart of Okla- 
homa. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsratTcr. 

ARKANSAS CITY, Kan., April 22.—Early this 
morning found Arkansas City up and at the 
depot, ready to make the start by train for 
the Oklahoma country. The streets were all 
night crowded and the lobbies ofthe hotels 
were packed with people unable to get accom- 
modations. They availed themselves of the 
time to form plans of action forto-day. The 
townsite people and scheemers were full of 
nothing but their plans, and the talk of the 
committee and officers reminded one strangely 
of an interesting political meeting. Many 
had taken advantage of the trains of the 
preceding night to reach the border of 
the county tobe there early to commence 
operations. Even with this exodus and that 
of the boomers on Thursday there were peo- 
ple who could find no places to rest forthe 
night. Private residences were thrown open 
for the accommodation and many siept in hay- 
mows, in stores and even on blankets placed 
upon the ground. 

THE FIRST TRAIN SOUTH, 
was to leave at8o’clock. The front car was 
given up through the courtesy of the Santa 
Fe Railway to the representatives of the 
press. There was a clever crew that gathered 
around it and every possible ruse was 
resorted to to get Into the car. Insignificant 
weekly organs gave to some aspiring claim 
bunter their letters and credentials. It was 
impossible to accommodate all and as much 
discrimination as possible was used. Most of 
the boomer wagons and boomer tents had 
been removed from here and very few outfits 
other than hotel and restaurants were passed. 

The first stop was made on the line. Here 
was gathered the immense army of boomers 
who had come from the North. They had 
evidently arisen early and prepared forthe 
great eventful day. It was a scene such as 
was never before seen in America, and the 
thousand people who were in the cars came 
down to witness it. 

THE LINE WAS MARKED 
by a wire fence separating the possessions of 
the cattlemen on the north from the new 
homes of the people on the south. This point 
was about five miles from the first station in 
Oxlanoma, Alfred, and sixty miles south of 
Arkansas City. The country at this point is 
rolling and to the southeast a small clumpof 
trees isto be seen. There are thousands of 
men in the country although they are not to 
be seen anywhere. Intelligence reaches here 
of the same extensive preparations on the 
south line of the country at Purcell and along 
the south banksof the Canadian where the 
bolder men, the desperate and more deter- 
mined of the boomers are. 
THE START FROM WICHITA. 

WICHITA, Kan., April 22.—Two train loads, 
each loaded with about fifteen hundred peo- 
ple, left this morning fur Oklahoma, and 
seemingly about half the crowd is gone. Two 
more trains have been dispatched for on the 
main line, and, itis thought, one at least will 
be a cattle train. But the people at 10 o’clock 
are atthe depots, very impatiently waiting, 
and anything to travel on will be acceptable. 
The management of the road had no idea that 
so many people would go from here and as a 
resuit are not prepared to take care of the 
business. Division Superintendent Iurner 
said this morning that in his judgment it 
would be impossible to get all the crowd from 
here and off the main line to Oklahoma 
country earlier than sometime to-night. In 
fact the rush is so great from both sides that 
there will not be enough trains and side 
tracks to accommodate them. 


Scenes at Purcell. 


PURCELL, I. T., April 22.—A detachment of 
the Fifth Cavalry arrived last night and went 
into camp four miles below the town, with

The Use of Treops. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 22.—The exact 
extent to which the military forces can go in 
keeping the peace in Oklahoma has been the 
subject of some discussion. Years ago Con- 


— passed 4 — known as bp he — 
comitatus’’ act for the parpose of reguiat 
military interference in eit affairs. There 
had been loud complaints of use 
ot troops in elections and o ther- 
wise and Congress prohibited their 
employment as a substitute fer the Sheriff's 
posse or other civil power except in certain 
defined cases. The pres ent question fs as to 
how far this legislation could operate in kla- 
homa. The army regulations recite the enact- 
ments of Congress on the subject and proceed 
in theee words: 

‘‘Officers of the army will not permit the use 
of troops under thelr command to aid the civil 
authorities as a posse comitatus or in the ex- 
ecution of the laws, except as authorized in 
the foregoing enactments. If time will ad- 
mit, the application for the muse of troops 
must be forwarded with a statement of all the 
material facts, for the considération and ac- 
tion of the President, but in of sudden 
and unexpected invasion, insu ction or riot, 
endangering the public prope of the United 
States, or in case of attem threatened 
robbery or interruption of tus United States 
mails, or other equal emerg b 


the army may, if the 
| exists,. Oth action puree 
of instructions from the seat of 
government as the circumstances and the law 
under which they are acting may justify, and 
will then 8 report their action and 
reason thereof to the Adjutant-General for the 
information of the President.’’ 

This regulation can hardly interfere with 
any required use of troops forthe preserva- 
tion of order in Oklahoma. The words, ‘‘or 
other equal emergency,’’ undoubtedly in- 
clude acase likethe present, since there is 
an entire lack of adequate executive 
force except in the army. This will 
not last long. Soon the ordinary processes of 
civil law will be sufficient for the new settie- 
ments. Butthe rush of tens of thousands of 
people ima singie day upon these lands would 
—— involve riot and great destruction of 

ife and property gave forthe knowledge that 

the Government is represented by a pow- 
erful military ferce which can be used 
promptiy to suppress violence. Otber 
grounds for using troops. may be found 
in the laws for the government 
of the Indian Territory and of 
public lands not open to settlement. The 
orders given to Gen. Merritt, who is practical- 
ly the military Governor for a time, is the re- 
sult of prolonged consideration by the Presi- 
dent, the Commanding General, the Secretary 
of War, the Secretary of the Interior, and the 
Attorney General. Hence, if Oklahoma sbould 
appear for a time to be almost under martial 
law, there will probably be no good ground 
for claiming that the posse comitatus statutes 
have been violated, or that Gen Merritt 
has exceeded the large measure of discretion 
which has been intrusted to him. 

Since the misuse of troops in the recon- 
struction days andinsome other cases was 
followed by restrictive legislation, there bas 
been little or no reason to complain of their 
undue interference in civil affairs. They have 
only been employed where the preservation 
of life and property could not otherwise be 
secured and the result has been to modify 
greatly the criticism current about a dozen 
years ago. A good peal of anxiety would 
prevail over the — of to-day were there 
not this executive force to rely upon. 


Moving on Oklahoma. 


ARKANSAS CITY, April 22.—The sky was 
cloudiess and it was cool this morning. The 
crowd at the depot was larger than was ex- 


pected. From the top of the dispatcher’s 
office a photographer took the crowd. Four 
trains with ten coaches each stood about ready 
for the start. Crowds of people walked up 
and down on the tops of the cars. The 
moment the doors were thrown open the cars 
were filled. The crowd followed the newspa- 
per men, hoping to find by them which train 
started first. Fifty tents which were pitched 
about the depot were down before 6 o’clock. 
It is estimated that 6 Peopie 
were at the depot awaiting trans- 
portation.

One man with a silk hat carried a 
hoe over his shoulder to which was attached 
a bundle of clothing andaboxof chuck.

Gen. McCook Sees a Danger. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., April 22.—Gen. Mo- 
Cook, who has had long experience on the 
plains and is one of the most skilifulof our 
officers in dealing with the Indians, is now 


here. He isin command at Fort Leavenworth 
and has been in consultation with the author- 
ities as to the affairs in Oklahoma. Gen. Me- 
Cook says he does not anticipate any seri- 
ous trouble and that he thinks that the 
troops will be welcomed by the boomers. The 
colonists who have been long on the border 
know, Gen. McCook says, that the troops 
have no interestin the Territory and only de- 
sire to see that the trouble is settled in ac- 
eordance with the law and that every settler 
shall have a falr chance. The troops will be 
scattered in different parts of the region, 
so that the utmost possible protection 
shall be given to the greatest number. At 
the same time it will be possible for Gen. 
Hatch to concentrate, with three days’ notice, 
a force of 5,000 men at least, composed of in- 
fantry, cavalry and artillery. That force will 
be sufficientto quell, and probably prevent 
any serious disturbances. he most serious 
trouble which Gen. McCook fears is one that 
has not been considered in the newspapers 
that may arise on the Western border of 
Okiahoma. There Gen. McCook says, 
the boundary line of Oklahoma is wholly im 
aginary, so far as any metes and bounds of 
the Unitea States Government are con- 
cerned. No corner-stones have been set 
nor boundary lines established by the Gov- 
ernment. he Arapahoe and the Chey- 
eines on the western border, how- 
know the boundaries of their 
reservations and have their own 
private headstones at the river crossings. 
— 4 police their own frontier and keep in- 
truders offoftheir reservation. It will prob- 
that some settiers will try 
to enter Oklahoma from that border; 
t re will suppose they are 
in the klahboma country when they 
will bein the reservations of the Indlans. 
The latter will warn them off and the settlers, 
claiming that they are in Oklahoma, will re- 
sist. The Indians will maintain their rights 
and will put the settlers off and trouble may 
follow.

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SAVED THE PASSENGERS. 


ARRIVAL OF THE DANMARK’S PRECIOUS 
FREIGHT IN PORT TO-DAY. 


Part ef the Long Missed Company Now on 
the Delaware Safe and Sound—The Ke- 
mainder Reported From Lisben All 
Right—End of the Long Feriod of Sus- 
pense. | 


Lisson, April 23.—Forty-two of the Dan- 
mark crew arrived here yesterday and par- 
ticulars of the disaster were obtained. The 
Danmark’s shaft was broken on April (and 
the next day the Missouri met herand towed 
her until the 6th, when she began to sink. The 
crew and passengers of the sinking ship were 


‘then taken on board the Missouri, which pro- 


ceeded at once to the Azores and left there the 
first and second officers and 320 passengers. 
She then continued her journey to Philadel- 
phia with 340 passengers and the remainder of 
the crew. The causeofthe disabling of the 
Danmark was the breaking down of the 
engines, which resulted in Engineer Kaas’ 
death. 


All Safe and Sound, 


NEW YORK, April 22.—It is likely that some 
ot the passengers of the steamer Danmark 
who were rescued by the steamer Missouri will 
bein New York to-night. This forenoona 
dispatch was received by Funch, Edye & Co., 
the agents of the Danmark,from Peter Wright 
& Sons at Philadelphia, agents of the 
Missouri, that the Missouri left the 
Delaware Breakwater at 3:30 o’clock this 
morning, and that she would beat her pier 
in Philadelphia between 12 and3o’clock this 
afternoon. Following this information came 
another dispatch to Funch, Edye & Co., from 
the same firm to the effect that at 9:15 o’clock 
this morning they had received a telegram 
from Capt. Murrell of the Missouri as follows: 

‘*Missouri arrived all well with 365 passen- 
gers of the Steamer Danmark abandoned on 
Aprilé. The rest ofthe passengers and crew, 
340, landed at St. Michael's, all well. Please 
see Thingvalla Line agents to make all ar- 
rangements to forward these people to New 
York to- night. 

Wright & Sons also wired that they would 
attend to giving the names of those of the Dan- 
mark’s passengers brought in on the Missorul. 

DELAWARE BREAKWATER, Del., April 22.—

‘*Tne manufacture and sale of intoxicating 
liguors to be used as a * 8 are prohibit- 
ed. The general court shall enact suitable 
legislation to enforce the provisions of this 
artlele. 

All recent impartial canvasses and general 
opinion point to the rejection of the amend- 
ment, the principal interest being iu the size 
of the majority against it.

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FRED W. MEIER DIES IN A REMARKABLE 
WAY IN THE CALABOOSE. 


While Awaiting Trial Before Judge Cady 
Me Is BRocegnized as an ines Horse- 
thief—Soon After He Is Found Dead in 
His Cell—A Bottle of Morphine the Prob- 
able Cause. 


After leading an honest, upright life for 
fifty-six years, Fred. W. Meier a few days ago 
became a horse-thie® and this morning took 
morphine to avoid the disgrace and punish- 
mont which were inevitable. The poison was 
taken while he was confined in a ceil at the 
Four Courts, and his lifeless body now lies at 
the Morgue. Whether he died from the effects 
of the polson or from heart disease or 
some similar trouble is as yet a matter 
of doubt, as his death occurred so soon after 
he took the drug that it seems impossibie for 
the poison to have produced it. Drink drove 
the old man to steal and stealing drove him to 
take morphine. Had he lived he would have 
closed his days inthe penitentiary, as juries 
in small places deal severely with those who 
steal horses. 

Saturday night about 9 o’clock Officers 
Burke and Gardner arrested a man in an in- 
toxicated condition on Broadway near Market 
street. The prisoner was locked up at the 
Central District Station, but was bailed out 
by friends shortly after. When searched, 
the stranger, who gave the name 
of Fred W. Meiler, was found 


to be armed, his hip pocket containing a 
loaded revolver. In consequence the charge 

referred against him was changed from de- 

ng drunk to carrying concealed weapons. 
Thie morning skortly before do clock, ac- 
companied by an attorney, Meier appeared at 
the First istrict Police Court just 
before Judge Cady went on the bench 
He was an old acquaintance of the court, and 
summoning Judge Cady into the latter's pri- 
vate office paid the Judge $1 which he had 
borrowed from bim one day last week. Then 
the man went out and stood near the Mar- 
shal’s desk. While there he was approached 
Dy a man who cried out: ‘‘Now Ihave you! I 
did not know you were a horse-thief!’’ 

The speaker was very angry and 

GRABBED MEIER 
who proceeded to walk out of the court room 
with bim. They wrangled all the way, and 
when they got out into the rotunda of the 
building Officers Denny McGuire and Russell 
Palmer who followed them out of the court 
room laid hands on them. The strange man 
explained that he was Charles Scheleroth of 
Belleville, III., and that be wanted Meier ar- 
rested on a charge of stealing two horses. He 
said he purchased the animals from Meier, 
and when he learned thatthe old man had 
stolen them he procured * oom 
mission as a special officer 
came to this city, where he 
— to find him. The officers obeved 
Scheleroth’s behest and placed Meir under 
arrest. He was taken down stairs and 
among other things found on him was a small 
phial containing morphine. This was placed 
on the station rail. and when the search- 
ing of the man was finished he 
was handed back some tobacco 
and other articles. After he had been brought 
back to his coll the bottle of morphine was 
missed. Officer Gardner, who arrested him 
Saturday night, came in about this time and 
remarked that when he took him in Meier had 
a medicine bottle on him. Sergeant Worcester 
was in charge of the Ocentral District 
Station at the time Maguire and Palmer 
brought in the prisoner. Going back 
to Meier’s cell, Worcester hunted for the bot- 
tle of morphine, but could not find it. Then 
he sent Palmer back to search for it, but he 
was no more successful, and the prisoner told 
him he had thrown away the bottie. It was 
then about 9:80 a. m. half hour later a 
message came to the station from the cala- 
boose that the man had fallen off 
the bench in his cell and was very sick. 
Palmer was sent back to look into the matter 
and found Meier lying on the floor, beating 
the hard stones wiidly with his hands. An 
ambulance was rung up and while being car- 
ried out to it, the old man became uncon- 
scious. He was placed in the wagon, Palmer 
getting in with him. On the way to the City 
Dispensary 
HE DIED. 

His pulse ceased to beat before the ambulance 
reached Market street. When the physician 
at the Dispensary pronounced him dead 
the body was taken to the Morgue. 
It commenced to ohange color imme- 
diately, and before that abode of the 
dead was reached it had become very 
biue. Coroner Frank immediately commenced 
an inquest, but is inclined to the pbelier that 
the man must have died of natural causes as 
he does not think the morphine could possi- 
bly have acted on him so quickly, he dying in 
little over a half hour after he took the first 
dose according to the statement of Billy Lee, 
a Chinaman, who occupied the cell with Meier. 
The coroner has ordered a post-mortem ex- 
amination. 

Lee is the Chinamen who was arrest- 
ed last night for firing at some 
men who attacked him on Eleventh street and 
Washington avenue about II o’clock. He is 
connected with a laundry at 1119 Morgan 
street, and the men followed him to his place 
of business, where he fired the second snot at 
them, sending a bullet 8 the hat of Law- 
rence Daly, living at 1428 Olive street. Ac- 
cording to Lee’s statement Meier must have 
put

when be picked it offthe railof the station. 
The Chinaman says that about a half hour after 
the man came into theocell he put his hand 
down into his — 8 ee out something 
which he covered wit is hand, and pouring 
owder out of it swallowed the powder. 
A half hour later Meier repeated the perform- 
ance. After each dose he acted strangely, 
fell off the bench and commenced to beat the 
floor with his hands in a wild manner. 


MEIER 
was a native of Germany, but had resided in 
this country for years. He was a tailor by 
occupation, and until eight or ten years 
ago he was employed by E. Bethwilm, 
on Sixth street and Franklin avenue. 
Of late ‘years he had a mail route 
from Belleville to Baldwin, but is said 
to have lost his place recently. He was mar- 
ried and resided with his family at Baldwin, 
III., having charge of the post-office there in 
addition to his route. Mr. Scheleroth’s suc- 
cess in effecting the capture of his man was 
accidentally. In telling his story to a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter, that officer’ said: 
Meiler is wanted at Baldwin for 
horse stealing. On the moring of April 18 he 
rode up tomy placein Belleville and offered 
to sell me a couple horses which he had with 
him. The animals were in good condition 
and I had known Meier so long that I never 
suspected anything crooked in the transao- 
tion, so I bought them, paying him $60 fora 
sorrel and $45 fora bay horse. At the time I 
thought it strange that Meier should offer to 
dispose of the animals so cheap and I asked 
bim how it was. Hesaid he had no use for them 
since he no longer bad his mail route. That 
same evening I learned that two horses had 
been stolen from the stabie of Dr. Rhoades, 
a practical physician of Baldwin, on 
night of the 17th, and on compar- 
ing notes Ifound that 1 had purchased the 
animals. I at onoe started in pursuit of Meier 
who, I discovered, had gone tojst. Louis. 1 
telegraphed a friend of his h

yesterday and looked around, but could t 
no trace of my man. Idetermined to invoke 
the aid of the St. Louis police, and had called 
at the Four Courts this morning to talk with 
Chief of Detectives O' Nelll about the case, 
when I accidentally ran across my man in the 
Police Court and got into a wordy war with 
him, the police coming up and making the ar- 
rest.

A Number of Prisoners Tried and an Ob- 
streperous Citizen Sent to Jail. 


The attention of Judge Campbell and the 


Court of Criminal Correction was occupied 
the greater part of this morning with the pre- 
liminary hearing of George Harrington, 


James Moiles and James Kinney, 
charged with burglary and larceny in having 
stolen a quantity of jewelry and other articies 
from the store of Wm.

Harring- 
ton and Molles gained conside.able notoriety 
a few weeks ago Dy making a break for liberty 
while being taken from the court-room 
to their quarters in the jail, particulars of 
which were published in the Post-DISPATCH 
atthetime. This morning Scotty Morris ap- 
peared at the Sneriff’s office in the Four Courts 
and began to upraid the Four 
Courts officials for their complicity 
in the case against Kinney and olles. 
He was ordered out, but refused to go, and 
made himself so obnoxious that Judge Camp- 
bell ordered him locked — forris has had 
trouble with the police before, and he always 
makes a point of accusing then of crooked- 
ness and wrong dealing. He declares at all 
times that he would believe few policemen on 
oath.

EXALTING THE POLICEMAN, 

An inoreasing tendency to confer 
dangerous powers on the police 
or police boards of American cities 
is one of the bad signs of the 
times. Inevery time of excitement the 
police are called on by timid people to 
exercise discretionary powers that are 
essentially arbitrary, despotic and de- 
structive of liberty’s noblest landmarks 
‘But for the protection the courts have 
hitherto afforded against this tendency, 
the citizen would ere this have had very 
few personal rights left to him except by 
police sufferance. A bill is now pend- 
ing in the New York Legislature author- 
izing the police to decide for them- 
selves what persons are habitual 
criminals, and to arrest and com- 
mit to prison, without trial, all 
such persons, whenever an extraordinary 
crowd gathersinthe city. As far as it 
goes this is like authorizing the police to 
declare martial law and annul the func- 
tions of the courts. The Police Depart- 
ment is no more a safe and proper deposi- 
tory of judicial powers than the Executive 
Department or the army of the United 
States, and should not be intrusted with 
any judicial authority whatever; neither 
with authority to deprive any citizen of 
his liberty without judicial process, nor 
with the judicial function of deciding who 
shall be granted and who denied a priv- 
ilege under a license law. 
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THE Bellefonte’s Watchman’s long list of 
protected industries in Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania in which wages have been reduced 
since the election of HARRISON and the 
defeat of tariff reduction is a stinging 
commentary upon all the hustling, sweat- 
ing and wrangling of Republican Con- 
gressman over the offices. Their victory 
has promoted and protected no interest 
but that of their office-seeking heelers.“ 
It has raised the wages of the latter by 
putting them in salaried places lately 
held by others: but the wages of hon- 
est workingmen of both parties have 
been reduced in nearly every protected 
industry since the Republican victory of 
last fall indefinitely postponed a revision 
of our war tariff. And the air is filled to- 
day with more complaints from farmers 
and stockmen and with more rumors of 
wide-spread strikes on the part of wage- 
earners than have been heard in the land 
for four years past. 
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Tne effort of an enterprising clothing 
firm with which the Postmaster-General 
has long been connected as senior partner 
to convert all the postmasters of the 
country into the firm’s agents is a busi- 
ness scheme which refiects greater credit 
on the brains of the firm than the honor 
of the Postmaster-General. It is stated in 
justification of the issuing of business cir- 
culars to the postmasters that the Post- 
master-General’s brother is now the 
active member of the firm and that the 
only connection of the Postmaster-General 
with itis a balance of purchase money 
owed him. The fact remains, however, 
that the Wanamaker name is used as a 
potent influence to make energetic agents 
of postmasters. If the circulars were 
issued with the consent of the Postmaster- 
General he has degraded his office, and if 
they were issued without his consent his 
brother has treated him badly. In gither 
case Postmaster-General WANAMAKER is 
in an unfortunate position. 
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THERE were bustling scenes on the bor- 
der of Oklahoma at noon to-day. The 
rattling of moving wagons, the tramp of 
horses’ feet, the orack of whips and the 
shouts of thousands of voices must 
have made a stirring spectacie for hun- 
dreds of miles around the promised land.

Reduction of Wages Since the Election. 
From the Bellefonte Watchman. 

Last week the railroad coal operators of the 
Pittsburg & Hocking Valley districts decided 
to reduce the wages of miners Sc per ton, to 
date from the Ist of May. The broad loom 
weavers in Cutter’s silk mill at Bethlehem 
last Friday were notified of a reduction in 
their wages of about 35c per day. McLanahan, 
Smith & Co. of Hollidaysburg and the Holll- 
daysburg Iron Co. have reduced the 
wages of their puddiers from $3.75 ‘to $3.50 
per ton. The puddlers in the Sunbury 
Nall Works last week stopped work upon see- 
ing a notice posted in the mill that their 
wages would de reduced to Baton. Last 
Monday a reduction of 5 per cent in the pay 
of the employes of the Pottsville Iron & Steel 
Oo. went into effect. On the same day the 
wages of nearly all the puddlers at the Bethle- 
hem Iron Works were reduced from S. 80 to 
$3.45 per ton and atthe Allentown Rolling 
Mill from $3.9 to $8.25 per ton. The ist of 
April also brought a reduction of ner cent 
in the wages of skilled labor and 10 per cent 
in that of unskilled labor at the Pennsylvania 
Steel Works at Steelton, affecting about two 
thousand five hundred men. The puddlers in 
the Lebanon Nut and Bolt Works have struck 
against a reduction in wares of 25 cents a ton, 
and on Wednesday notices were posted in the 
Clark Thread Works at Newark of a reduction 
in wages amounting to about 16 per cent. 
Notice has been given by the Columbia Iron 
Co. at Lancaster that their mill will be closed 
on April6 owing tothe dullness of the mar- 
ket, andthe Hinckley Locomotive Works of 
Boston shut down on Saturday and will re- 
main closed for some time, dullness of trade 
being alleged tobe the cause. Parties who 
should know say that before the end of this 
week the Monongahela miners will be without 
work or wages,there being some 6,000 of them, 
many of them with families. 


A Brave Governor. 
From the New York WORLD. 

In pardoning two negroes convicted of mur- 
der for participation in the lynching of a white 
man Gov. Richardson, of South Carolina, has 
shown himself to be a brave and just 
Executive. 

Many negroes have been lynched in that 
State for crimes against white women, but no 
white man, before this instance, has been sub- 
jected tothe same fate for a similar —＋ 
against colored women. Asno white man Has 
been hanged for helping to lynch negroes, 
though the cases have been numerous, Gov. 
Richardson does not think it just to hang the 
first negroes ever convicted of imitating the 
example of white mobs. ' 

This is right. Nothing is more fundament- 
ally democratic than equal justice for equal 
citizens. There should not be one rule of 
morals or one law for white ruffians and an- 
other rule and another code for blacks. In 
emphasizing this truth Gov. Richardson has 
done his State and the South generally a not- 
able service. Equal and exact justice for all 
classes and conditions of men is the essence 
of good government.

Lord High Executioner entered the Oourt- 
house building on the Broadway side, walking 
between his friend Mr. H. O. Siegmund and 
Ford smith, Secretary of the Republican 
City Committee and counsellor to Sperif 
Pohlman. Smith stuck close to the Collector, 
linking his arm with the new official until the 
circular stairway of the east wing was reached, 
when he left his side. The new Collector 
passed through the rotunda into the cast 
wing. The large crowd of pol 
iticlans, officials, applicante and ward 
bummers parted to make way for the pro- 
cession. The new Collector passed into the 
main office where the doomed men were wait- 
ing.

‘Speculation as to the Safety of the Old Store- 


ship. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraren. 
WaSHINGTON, D. C., April 22.—A good deal 
ofanxiety has found expression in Washing- 
ton because neither Admiral Kimberly’s re- 
port from Samoa, under date of March 21, nor 
Lieut. Wilson’s telegram from Aucsland, un- 
der date of April 16, made any mention of the 
United States steamship Monongahela, which 
sailed from San Francisco February 18 


with supplies for the Samoan fleet, and 
some fear has been felt that she may 
have been lost at sea inthe same storm that 
wrecked the vessels in the harborof Apia. As 
the Monongahela is a sailing vessel and was 
heavily loaded, she could not, under the most 
favorable circumstances, have reached the 
Samoan Islands much before March 80, the 
date on which the Alameda started for San 
Francisco with the last news that has been re- 
ceived from the isiand, and on the date 
of the storm she was oss a thou- 
sand miles from Apia, and she undoubtedly 
encountered some of the very severe weath- 
er which probably did considerable damage to 
ber, and which may have ariven her far out 
of her course. There is, however, no reason 
to believe that she has been lost until later ad- 
vices are received from Ap la. Lieut. Wilson’s 
silence need cause no anxiety, for although he 
would probably have mentioned the arrival 
of the Monongahela if he had known of it, 
there is no reason to believe that he 
heard from Apa for at least 
three weeks before the date of 
his telegram from Auckland. The store ship 
Monongabela is one of the old sailing ships of 
the navy, a vessel of 2,100 tons displacement 
and bark rigged. For several years she has 
been stationed down at Calao as storeship for 
the Pacific squadron, but last year she was 
sent up to the Mare Island Navy Yard for re- 

airs with the Intention of again sending her 

outb. When the Samoan troubles broke out 
and it was learned that the United States 
bad no coal supply at Apia orders were issued 
to send the Monongahela to the islands 
with supplies of coal and material for 
the Pacific squadron gathered there. The

To have new things and not 

to show them would give no pleasure in their 

possession, and naturally, therefore, the 

ladies and children were anxious to exhibit 

their finery. Everybody—that is to say nearly 

everybody—went to church in the morning, 

and tne scene onthe streets in the West End 

before and afterthe services was a most at- 

tractive one. Nothing ie said about the scene 

in the church, because no one of course, ex- 

cept probably Dr. Deems, would think of 

admiring finery while at prayer. After 

services everybody went home, sat down 

to a ‘‘perfectly grand’’ dinner and then 

started out to — day in the parks or on 

the boulevard, where they could gaze on and 
be gazed at. 

There never was such a day known in St. 
Louis for driving. Every vehicle which could 
be used was on the road. The desire to ride 
seemed to have seized everyone and all who 
could in any way secure a suitable turnout, 
did s0. Many thousands also took 
‘‘shank’s mare’’ and outnumbered those 
who had vehicles. It was a harvest 
fortheliverymen. After 2 o’clock it was an 
impossibility to get any kind of a vehicle from 
any livery stable in the city. There are 
seventy livery-stable keepers belonging to 
the Liverymen’s Association and they can on 
a push turn out forty vehicles each on an 
average. Besides the members of the asso- 
clation there are about twenty livery-stable 
keepers who can turn out on an average Ak- 
teen vehicles each. At 2 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon therefore, about 8,100 vehicles had been 


taken out of the livery stables. Add to this 
fully twice that number ot private equipages 
and you have nearly 10,000 vehicles in use. 
There were fully that many yesterday. It 
was the greatest day for driving ever known 
in St. Louis. Many —U— — the rush for 
vehicles in the afternoon hired them in the 
morning and took a drive before noon. Even 
while the congregation of St. Xavier’s Church 
atthe east end of Lindell boulevard was as- 
sembling for mass at 100 o’ clock 
THE SCENE ON THE GRAND DRIVE 
was an interesting one to bebold. Hundreds 
of vehicles were rolling out towards the park, 
and a number of equestrians and bicycles lent 
variety to the animated sight. At II o’clock 
the roadways in the park showed a great 
number of vehicles. Driving then wasagreat 
deal more enjoyable than later in the day, 
everything being fresh and beautiful and the 
rorids bei free from the dust and great 
crowds w had to be contended wi er. 
Naturally enough, ail those who had v es, 
as well as those on foot, started for Lindell 
boulevard, which leadsto Forest Park, and 
after 2 o'clock in the afternoon the scene on 
the boulevard was worth walkinga long way 
to see. From Grand avenve the roadway, as 
all know, inclines until Vandeventer avenue 
is reached and then rises again gradually to 
the entrance of Forest Park. From Grand 
avenue, consequently, the eve can command 
a view extending to the park. Even when 
the boulevard is deserted the view 
of wide graveled roadway and 
the asphait walk with trees on each side 
undulating for a distance of about a mileis ua 
fineone. Imagine—if you did not see it yes- 
terday—what a sight it was when the roadway 
was covered with equipages of all kinds and 
thousands of women and men made a moving 
procession on the sidewalks from Grand av- 
enue to the park. It seemed as if 
Oklahoma instead of being away down in 
Indian Territory, lay just beyond the crest 
of the hill which all were climbing. Such a 
scene of life as was presented could not be ex- 
celled anywhere. Naturally when the de- 
mand for vehicles was so great some very 
curious equipages were turned out and these 
furnished amusement for those who were on 
foot. The great amount of driving made the 
boulevard dusty along in the afternoon and as 
there was a slight wind blowing from the 
north, the pedestrians, instead of walking out 
on the right and coming in on the left as is 
usual, confined themselves almost entirely to 
the north side walk. 
THE CROWD 
was so great that walking was on this account 
not so enjoyable as it would otherwise have 
been. About 5:30 o’clock the majority of those 
who went out in the afternoon began to re- 
turn home again, although great numbers 
were still going out at that hour. For two 
hours the moving panorama of life, bustling, 
active, happy life, continued. Then the num- 
ber ot vehicles and pedestrians became less 
and less until the lamp-lighters with their lad- 
ders began to light the lamps, and the 
scene from one of gay animation changed to 
one of quiet beauty. As one little child re- 
marked as she stopped with her father at the 
head of the hill near Grand avenueand looked 
back at the hundreds and hundreds of lights 
forming almost an angle in the distance: It 
looked just like Jacob's ladder.’’ 
THE BIGGEST Dar.

Every- 
body took advantage of it. Calls in the after- 
noon for vehicies met the response, Every- 
thing out, Wish I had a dozen more buggies 
orcarts.

The livery stable telephones were continually 
ringing each stable as a customer came in, 
trying to find a rig of some kind for him some- 
where around the circuit of the stables. Alto- 
geet Easter Sunday, 1889, will be remem- 

ered as the greatest ‘‘out of door’’ day yet 
seen in this city.

English capitalists, 
who have operated a salt trust in Great Brit- 
ain, are interested in this project, the details 
of which have all been arranged, and which 
will be settled by Mr. Burt during his 
brief visit to Eneland.

sembles one. It is simply applying to the 
entire saitindustry of the United States the 
same principles that from time to time have 
been used in the great salt producing section 
of the Saginaw Valley. Each district will pro- 
duce the usual quantity of salt and will report 
to headquarters constantiy the amount of 
stock on hand. Headquarters will make the 
sales and see that the stuff is shipped 
in the most economic manner. 
For instance, orders from count 
tributary to Syracuse will be filled from that 
city instead of the Michigan people stealing in 
there as they do now. Kansas and other 
States thereabouts will be supplied from Kan- 
sas instead of from Michigan or New York, 
and Kansas people will not undertake to sup- 
ply Ohio and Michigan as is now the case. It 
is estimated that in this way there will be 
saved in the operating expenses of the busi- 
ness at least $500,000 a year, even at the 
present low price of salt. It is not the 
purpose of the proposed syndicate ite gener- 
ous promoters say to go into this matter with 
the intention of forcing up the price of salt. 
There will be no necessity for any such action 
as with the business management consolidated 
and concentrated, the saving in operating ex- 
penses will yield a comfortable return in and 
of itself.
